Grand  Illumination. 

Monday  night  brought  to  a  elose  in 

fitting  manner  one  of  the  pleasant- 
st  seasons  which  Xanlasket  has  ever 
enjoyed.  It  would  be  "impossible 
estimate  the  number  of  persons  who 
witnessed  the  illumination,  we  can 
only  say  for  Cohasset  that  every  one 
who  could  get  to  the  beach  was  there. 
All  kinds  of  vehicles  were  there  from 
the  four  horse  coach  to  hay  racks  and 
express  wagons ;  indeed 
fashioned  stagecoach  was  seen  among 
the  carriages.  From  Kimball's  to  the 
Penibcrtoo  was  one  long  procession, 
and  around  the  stables  at  the  beach 
carriages  were  standing  by  the  hun- 
dreds. It  is  wonderful  that  no  acci- 
dent was  reported,  but,  saw  a  few 
scratched  wheels  none  of  the  immense 
number  of  carriages  sustained  any 
damage.  Most  of  our  people  patron- 
ized the  coaches  or  took  private  car- 
riages thus  making  a  surety  of  getting 
home  in  good  season,  but  those 
who  took  the  train  did  not  reach 
home  until  two  o'clock. 

The  first  house  on  the  Jerusalem 
road  which  attracted  the  attention  of 
passers  to  the  beach  was  that  of  Mr. 
Robert- BeaL  On  the  hill  above,  the 
residence  of  the  Hon.  Geo.  C  Crock 
er  was  ablaze  with  Japanese  lanterns, 
while  bonfires  on  the  lawn  increased 
the  brilliancy.  Mr.  Manning  displayed 
lanterns  in  the  shrubbery  in  front  of 
his  house.  Mr.  J.  11.  Moore  Tiad  a 
display  of  lanterns.  The  grounds  of 
Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Braman  eclipsed  any 

the  upper  part  of  the  road,  being 
covered  with  lanterns  arranged  in 
groups  of  four  all  over  the  lawn. 
The  Black  Rock  House  was  the 
:xt  point  of  interest ;  here  Mr.  W. 
I).  Stratton  had  displayed  his  taste  in 
the   grouping  of  the  lanterns  which 

•ered  the  whole  house,  while  every 
window  contained  a  light.  The  Crock- 
ett (louse  presented  a  fine  appearance 
with  lanterns  on  house  and  grounds. 
A  string  of  lanterns  was  carried  com- 
pletely over  the  ridge-pole  of  Mr.  J. 
W.  Bell's  house  producing  a  fine  effect 
while  C.  H.  Bell  and  Geo.  Crawley 
vied  with  him  in  the  brilliancy  of  their 
grounds.  From  this  point  there  was 
a  break  In  the  Illumination  until 
the  grounds  of  Mesirs.  Hyde  and 
Dickinson  were  reached.  The  latter 
displayed  from  his  trees  a  most  bril- 
liant fruit  while  the  stately  residence 
of  Mr.  Hyde  on  the  hill  above  stood 
out  with  all  lis  lines  revealed  by  light. 
The  effect  of  these  two  displays  was 
obtained  from  a  distance  when  they 
resolved  themselves  Into  one  picture. 
Prom  this  point  the  finest  view  was 
obtained  of  Green  Hill  and  the  road 
along  die  opposite  »ide  of  the  pond. 
The  display  at  this  point  as  seen  from 
Jerusalem  Road  and  heightened  by 
the  reflection  in  the  water  was  excc|>- 
tionsllyfine.  Nantasket  Avenue  was 
brilliant  with  lights.  Messrs.  Ceo.  L. 
Oamon.J.  Henry  Sears,  Col.  J.  M. 
Thompson,  K,  VV.  Dennlson,  A.  V. 
HerveyamlR.  H.  Stearns  conlrlhu 
ting  wilh  bonfire  and  lantern  to  a 
very  beautiful  whole. 

On  the  hill  at  the  rlghi.the  peculiar  ar- 
chitecture of  die  cottages  was  brou  ght 
out  prominently  and  the  scene  remind 
cd  one  forcibly  of  t  picture  from 
China.  The  house  of  Mr.  A.  Sin 
was  especially  noticeable,  among 
the**  Atlantic  Hill  without  question 
bore  off  the  palm  from  any  other  point 
In  the  whole  line  >A  Illumination.  The 
Allantk  House  of  couiae  stood  nut 
above  sll  the  other  honse*  In  lirllllar 
ey.  Tlie  best  effect,  however,  was  ob- 
tained from  a  point  near  the  Kanuv 
W«t  Hotel,  whtre  the  whole  hill  from 
the  Atlantic  hoj»c  at  the  lop,  to  the 


Pavilion  at  the  foot  could  be  taken  In 
at  one  glance. 

The  Rockland  House  was 
rounded  with  colored  and  calcium 
lights,  these  last  being  in  use  at  the 
Nanlasket  also.  The  NanUsket  dis 
played  no  lanterns,  but  the  piaiza 
netting  it  with  the  cafe  and  the  cafe 
itself  amply  made  up  for  tliis  deficien' 
cy.  From  this  point  to  Strawberry 
Hill  the  road  was  one  glare  of  light. 
Then  came  a  long  stretch  of  road  with 
little  to  attract  the  eye.  At  point 
Alderton  a  fine  exhibition  was  given, 
the  houses  of  Messrs.  Schoff  and 
Reyes  attracting  a  great  deal  of 
tention.  From  here  to  the  Oregon 
House  the  illuminations  were  rather 
scant>',  but  at  this  point  the  houses  on 
the  hill  above  made  a  fine  appearance. 
The  Petnberton  made  a  fitting  end  to 
the  list  of  illuminations,  the  effect 
with  the  fireworks  being  very  fine.

Th*  Fish  of  Paradise  bono  oftheBost 
peculiar  of  Chin«e  frr^haolrr  fish.  It 
until  in  sue,  n  pale  grey  In  color,  and 
first  sigh!  having  little  atom  it  to  eltract  ■ 
ten  lion.  As  won  as  tin  animal  becomes 
excited,  however,  the  long  fins  on  the  back 
and  bell}'  straighten  out  and  astune  n  rich 
purple  htte  tinted  with  green  ;  the  long  and 
fork-shaped  tail  spreads  into  a  kind  of  fan, 
and  the  stripes  u|»u  the  sides  of  tbe  fish  be- 
come yellow,  red  and  bine,  constantly  chang- 
ing in  color.  The  scales  seem  to  become 
opalescent,  and  reflect  the  light  with  the 
contest  brilliancy,  while  th*  eye  appear  il- 
luminated with  a  bluish-green  ire.  The 
habits  of  the  animal  are  as  odd  as  its  appear- 
ance. The  male*  take  oners*  of  the  young 
and  baOd  the  nest.  The  laltrr  b  simply  a 
dot  of  foam  floating  upon  the  water,  and  is 
made  by  the  fish  rising  to  the  surface  and 
alternately  alvormng  and  expelling  air,  until 
i  Utile  cluster  of  fiae  bubble*,  hardly  three- 
tenths  of  an  inch  xquare,  is  formed.  The 
female  then  deposits  her  eggs,  which  are  at 
once  sritcd  upon  by  the  male,  who  carries 
them  in  hb  month  to  the  nest.  Then  he 
watches  their  incubation,  carefully  guarding 
and  distributing  them  with  wonderful  saga- 
city thronghout  the  mass  of  foam.  When 
they  dot  together,  he  poshes  them  iput  with 
hb  nose,  and,  beside",  keeps  op  a  continued 
maooiactnre  of  bubbles  until  the  eggs  are 
lifted  np  abort  the  water  and  rest 
their  soft  couch.
